M£XCO AND JAPAN. 


The Japanese and their concerns 
continue to occupy much space in the 
papers because their concerns are so 
largely our concerns also. 
Represen­ 
tative Johnson, chairman of the house 
subcommittee on immigration,contrib­ 
utes to the discussion a statement to 
the effect that the subcommittee has 
discovered an “underground” system 
by which Japanese are brought sur­ 
reptitiously into the United States 
from Mexico. The discovery, whether 
real of imagined, will not increase the 
cordiality of American-Japanese rela­ 
tions. 
William Marion Reedy, an excep­ 
tionally keen observer, who died the 
other day in San Francisco whither 
he had gone to attend the democratic 
convention, 
studied 
the 
Japanese 
problem on the west coast with much 
interest. 
In one of the last articles 
frcm his pen he says: 
“You hear no anti-Chinese agita­ 
tion. 
California likes the Chinaman 
it used to be. The Chinaman is more 
ingenious than the Japanese. 
He 
w orks hard, but he isn’t a land buyer. 
He is more to be trusted in affairs. 
He doesn’t push himself; is more de­ 
ferential. All ways are easier for him 
now than they were in the days when 
Dr. Doyle was writing stories like 
‘The Shadow' of Quon Lung.’ 
You 
will recall that nobody was more in­ 
dignant against the aw'ard of Shan­ 
tung to Japan than was Senator Hi- 
ram Johnson. Denis Kearney, if alive, 
would faint at the mere thought of 
a Californian caring about any wrong 
done in China. 
“The racial issue along the coast— 
tor it exists from Canada to Mexico— 
is not without bearing upon national 
affairs in other ways. 
For example, 
it is back of much agitation for our 
intervention in Mexico. 
It is an ar­ 
ticle of faith in California that Mexico 
is almost completely under Japanese 
domination.
